1. The communication filed on 7/13/01 in paper no. 9 is non-responsive to the prior Office 
action because AppHcant failed to elect a SINGLE disclosed compound species (e.g. A SINGLE 
COMPOUND in the specification or claims). An election of a single compound (with a chemical 
structure if not present in the specification) is required AND AN INDICATION OF CLAIMS 
READABLE THEREON (e.g. see office action on bottom of page 7 requiring a single disclosed 
species). For example, appHcant's election of a specific compound e.g. glycidyl acrylate which is 
within the elected "subspecies" (wherein Rl is hydrogen; and n is 1) would satisfy the election of 
species requirement. 

Since the response appears to be bona fide, but through an apparent oversight or 
inadvertence failed to provide a complete response, applicant is required to complete the response 
within a TIME LIMIT of ONE MONTH fi-om the date of this letter or v^thin the time 
remaining in the response period of the last Office action, whichever is longer. NO EXTENSION 
OF THIS TIME LIMIT MAY BE GRANTED UNDER EITHER 37 CFR 1 .136(a) OR (b), but 
the period for response set in the last office action may be extended up to a maximum of SIX 
MONTHS.
